About two weeks ago, I visited 
again with Judge Morrow in West Palm Beach, Florida. We. had just a few brief ninutes 
to visit and chat. Our parting words were like ‘an Onen, we wondered where we would see 
each other next tine and what changes would have been faced. Our ideas, although niles 
apart in distance, seened to coincide alnost word for word. He lectures about the 
threat to Freedom and is trying to wake Anericans up.

The Central Intelligence Agency warned in a 1974 report of 
the possibility of ‘‘a detrimental global climatic change.” Point- 
ing out that ‘‘the stability of most nations is. based on a depend- 
able source of food,” the report declares tersely: ‘This stability 
will not be possible under the new climatic era.”’ 

The CIA quoted even more alarming language from a Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin forecast that ‘‘the earth’s climate is return- 
ing to. . . an era of-drought, famine and political unrest in the 
western world.” 

A CIA spokesman tried to downplay the doomsday report. 
“It’s really a view of one author,” he told us. ‘It’s not really an 
official piece of finished CIA intelligence.” 


YET AMERICAN SCIENTISTS were astonished & learn 
during a visit to the Soviet Union earlier this year that the 
Soviets took the CIA report seriously. They ordered their own 
experts to investigate what is happening to the weather. 


This came out during a bilateral Soviet-American discussion 
of environmental lems. One of the American scientists, Dr. 
Edward Epstein, careful notes. He summarized them last 
month in a memo to the Commerce Department. 


“It appears that the CIA report on climate attracted a good 
bit of attention in the Soviet Union,” reports Dr. Epstein’s 
memo. ‘‘Upon reading the dire projections contained in the re-

“It, therefore, appears that one result of the CIA study,

remains essentially unchanged.” 

The Soviet weather study was directed primarily by Dr. 
M.I. Budyko, who is described in the CIA report itself jas “an 
eminent Soviet climatological theoretician.” Epstein: 


imate warning impresses Soviets 


with Budyko in Russia and learned that the Soviet scientist is 
“firmly convinced that.a rapid climatic warming is occurring.” 

His conclusion is that ‘‘drought conditions in the continental 
mid and high fatitude will accompany the higher tempera- 
tures.” This would mean dangerous droughts and crop failures 
in both America and Russia, as well as other food-producing 
nations. 

Our associate Jim Grady questioned Ep- 
stein about his own views. ‘‘There has been disa- 
greement on what's happening,”’ he said, ‘‘let } 
alone what will happen.” 

Many climate experts, including Budyko & 
and Epstein, believe the increase in carbon & 
dioxide in the earth’s atmosphere is causing a 
change in climate. This increase can be at- 
tributed to man’s growing use of fossil fuels. 

Burning fossil fuels creates carbon dioxide, 
which acts as global insulation. This creates a 
greenhouse effect, warming the earth and caus- 
ing drought conditions.
